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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proir Office Action on 7/24/03 requested the 
translation of the foreign priority document (DE 19807876.5) to overcome the claim rejections. Applicant has provided a certified copy of 
the translation of said German application. Nevertheless, the rejections based on Tillmetz et al. on claims 1-9,1 1-14,20-29 are 
maintained because the priority document fails to provide support for the claimed subject matter "fuel stream comprising dimethyl ether" in 
independent claims 1 and 22. Instead, the German priority document only teaches the use of liquid methanol or di- or trimethoxymethane 
as the fuel. See page 4, lines 1-7. 
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
